circumstances, and It was not expect- 
ed that many counties would need 
over one-half to one mill additional.

Representative SV. J. Sears of this 


district, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on education, has Introduced 
a bill which he believes will be the 
most important measure he will ever 
father in congress. He has been in 
conference upon 
it 
with President 


Wilson, who is very much interested 
In the proposition. This bill epitom- 
ized an ambition 
of Congressman 


Sears ever since his school dayg to- 
make it possible for young men of 
limited means to get a college edu- 
cation. Under this bill 250,000 schol- 
arships in state universities would 
be opened up for young men, and 
more than 1,000 in Florida alone. 


The Sears bill is to promote mil- 


itary training by providing scholar- 
ships for students enrolled in public 
institutions of higher learning. 
It 


appropriates 150,000,000 annually to 
be apportioned among the states to 
provide 250,000 scholarships. 
Only 


those 
who are 
graduates of high 


schools and between the ages of 16 
and 20 are eligible for military train- 
ng at the institutions designated by 
the several states. The course of in- 
struction as far as possible will be 
the same as at West Point, without 
interference 
with 
the regular col- 


legiate course. 


Young men between the ages of 


21 and .11 arc now drafted, he points 
out. 
and taken into the army. While 


patriotically 
re.sponding, 
he 
feels 


that they should be given the op- 
portunity tor 
advancement 
before 


they are called to the colors, and 
argues that they would be prepared 
for more efficient service in defense 
of the nation. 


While in college the young men 


would not be subject to the draft, ac- 
cording to the Sears bill, but as soon 
as their course Is finished they would 
be available for the government to 
reap a benefit through the mlitary 
training they have received in col- 
lege. 


Emphasizing that thousands ot dol- 


lars are spent by the government for 
eradication of the cattle tick, f<jr CPU- 
trol of hog cholera, boll weeVil, gypay 
moth, etc.. and arguing that white 
these apportionments are necessary. 
Congressman Sears asks congress and 
the public if Jt does not seem that 
the government should do something 
to make life easier and filled with 
larger opportunities for the young 
men of the country who must fight the 
nation's battles. He says he doubts 
if anyone will question that they are 
more important than all the other 
subjects combined. 


A country that is worth living in 


is worth fighting for, declares the 
congressman; but a democracy that 
makes it possible for a young man 
to secure an education who is not 
financially able to do so, is worth 
dying for, if needs be. 


The plan Is to apportion the schol- 


arships by states. Florida would have 
about 1,000 and the national capital 
something like 400 of these. As far 
as possible the state universities now 
existing would take care ot the al- 
lotments, but each state is authoriied 
by the bill to name other institutions, 
but the same must be under public 
control. 


At present there are about $2,000- 


000 paid to retired army officers. If 
as many of these ai necessary were 
assigned to the Institutions, the ad- 
ditional cost for rapplylng military 
education and training would amount 
to next to nothing. These officers, 
the author ot the bill believes, wonld 
he glad of an opportunity to aid the 
young men of the country.

representative of the Swiss Bell Ring

This same company staged a benefit 


performance In Lakeland for 
the 


school library, clearing »185 for the 
school 
At Monticello, Fla, this same 


performance was given for the bene 
fit of the Red Cross and netted the 
chapter $13285 
The school auditor- 


ium was used under the same agree- 
ment that was proposed for the New 
Smyrna chapter 


At New Smyrna they agreed to play 


without any guarantee at all, thereby 
eliminating any chance of the local 
chapter losing 
any money 
Their 


stipulation as to their income from 
the performance was that they were 
to receive the first $75 taken in and 
the Red Cross was to get the balance 
This seemed fair enough, so we got 
busy and sold enough tickets ahead 
to cover the $76 
If the performance 


had taken place we would have made 
a considerable amount of money for 
the chapter. 


In this connection I would like to 


state that this same company was 
guaranteed the sura of $100 to show 
n a moving picture house in Daytona 


There IB a ruling in the Red Cross 


bylaws that In having performances 
'or Red Cross benefits a stipulated 
amount must be mentioned 
They do 


not allow performances on a par- 
entage basis, as it leaves an opening 
for unscrupulous people to use the 
Red Cross as a means of raising funds 
for their own or other purposes When 


agreed to put the company on here 
had no idea that the auditorium 


would be denied us for a benefit of 
this kind 
I took the matter up with 


a member of the school board and was 
told that thp building could be used,

(By Mark Swan, of The Vigilant**) 


The greatest question before the American people today is 


wherewith shall we be fed?" WP neglect to answer the ques- 


tion because we don't have to answer it now. Some of us won'' 
even admit that it is a question. 


Reginald has always gone to Rector's after "the show;' 


there's always been filet of mignon and mushrooms. Spike, the 
truck driver, has always gone into the quick lunch, around the 
corner, and called for "ham and," and from some mysterious 
region "ham and" has always appeared. Why should file 
mignon and "ham and" fail to answer "present" as long as one 
has the price?

unbounded dependence in the quick lunch. It is absolutely in- 
conceivable to either of them that their haven of food should 
fail them.

It's a terrible thing for people to have to listen to a Calam-

Yet calamity is coming- We had a slight foretaste of it last 


winter.

Does this sound like panic, like fright, like a bogy man'' 


Ask the farmer. There are meetings all o\ er the country where 
men are agonizing over this question. Thev are begging foi 
lelp. Their planting time is upon them. They haven't the men 
o help them plant, and besides^shy should they be such fools 
as to plant what they can't harvest? 
Would you start some- 


hing you couldn't finish—and lose money? 


If you want more evidence, read the papers. And if you're 


not satisfied read the report of the secretary of agriculture of 
he United States, who admits this condition and states that 
he department of agriculture is doing what it can to cope with 
t, and hopes—hopes, mind you—that the labor shortage will 


met. 


Is this a problem to be met with hope? Is this a question 


o be solved with some city gardens, and a few volunteer high 
chool boys and girls to work on a few farms? 


When war was declared on Germany, we called on every 


man between 21 and 31 to be ready to fight to defend the na- 
lonal honor and defend our liberties. But this food question 
s a greater question than the war peril—the success or failure 
f the war depends on it 
We must feed our allies and our army 


nd navy or they'll have to quit cold; the bravest man alive 
an't fight if he's starving. 
Oiu very lives depend on it. Your 


ife. Mine. The lives of all oi us. 


Consider the scientific wav in which we went to war, and 


lie unscientific way in which \v e go to work 
We have met the 


var question fairly, to the best of our ability, and we're not 
meeting the food question at all. 


There's only one way to meet it. Double the crops. Get 


men to the farmer. 
Get them to him at once so he can plant. 


Ceep them at it until after harvest. Subsidize the farmer or 
ubsidize the farm hand. Double their wages—do anything— 
>ut get them. 


If necessary, draft them. Draft two million men and put 


Item at work on the land, just as the men who are fighting 
were drafted. Put them under the same conditions. At that 
hey'll be better off than the boys at the front, for they won't 
be risking their lives—and nine-tenths of them will come home 


ifter harvest time—with a "back to the land" bee in the 


jonnet. 


If this question is put squarely up to the people of this 


ountry—and our desperate need explained—public opinion 
will back a draft. No one will object, least of all the men who 


ave to go. And this is the only remedy in sight. Get men to 


the farmer—NOW.

Land charged with making seditious 
remarks that may lead him to a long 
term in the federal prison If guilty of 
the remarks credited to him he should 
be stood against a wall and filled full 
of lead 


Mos«lj was arrested Saturday and 


had in his possession when taken into 
custody a sa^ed-off shotgun loaded 
with buckshot and a revolver He was 
reported to the officers by men of his 
own race, who were too patriotic to 
allow him to go free notwithstanding 
he is alleged to have threatened the 
lives of any of his ow n race who re- 
ported him or anv white man that 
mterterred with him 


According to the affidavits upon 


which he was arrested, Mosely is cred 
ited with making the following state 
ment 


"The Germans are ahead

I wish the Ger 


mans would kill all the men on this

Ellas, calls for an explanation to the 
public for the reason that his state- 
ment did not cover the whole circum- 
stances of the transaction.

On' or about the 20th of February a 


representative of the Swiss Bell Ring- 
ers came to me as chairman of the 
finance committee for the local chan- 
ter of the Red Cross and stated that 
he would like to put the company on 
here as a benefit performance for the 
local chapter. 


This same company staged a benefit 


performance in Lakeland for the 
school library, clearing $185 for the 
school. At Montlcello, Fla., this same 
performance was given for the bene- 
fit of the Red Cross and netted the 
chapter $132.85. The school auditor- 
ium was used under the same agree- 
ment that was proposed for the New 
Smyrna chapter. 


At New Smyrna they agreed to play 


without any guarantee at all, thereby 
eliminating any chance of the local 
chapter losing 
any money. 
Their 


stipulation as to their income from 
the performance was that they were 
to receive the first $75 taken in and 
the Red Cross was to get the balance. 
This seemed fair enough, so we got 
busy and sold enough tickets ahead 
to cover the $76. If the performance 
had taken place we would have made 


considerable amount of money for 


.he chapter. 


In this connection I would like to 


state that this same company was 
guaranteed the sura of $100 to show 
n a moving picture house in Daytona. 


There is a ruling In the Red Cross 


bylaws that In having performances 
or Red Cross benefits a stipulated 
.mount must be mentioned. They do 
not allow performance.s on a per- 
entage basis, as it leaves an opening 
or unscrupulous people to use the 
Red Cross as a means of raising funds 
or their own or other purposes. When 
agreed to put the company on here 
had no Idea that the auditorium 


would be denied us for a benefit of 
this kind. I took the matter up with 
a member of the school board and was 
told that the building could be used, 
but It would be allowed only in case 
the Red Cross was to get 50 per cent 
of the proceeds. After the board made 
this decision I was unable to get In 
touch with the Swiss Bell Ringers 
and they came here to fill their en- 
gagement. 


The above Is the manner In which 


the matter was handled and In his 
repudiation of my statements, Mr. 
Galbreath says "We did our part." 
What did they do, and what was their 
part? This Is It: 
THEY MADE A 


RULING UNDER WHICH THE BEN-
